There are jobs 
a-begging in India

, Heads of British firms 
operating in India say that it 
is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult to persuade young men 
to come out to India. 


The pay and standard of liv- 


ing for. Europcana is high, but 
even this does not stem to appeul 
to youth. “They scem to put 
security before pioneering these 
days,” said the head of one firm. 


Yet, in some firms more security 
Is offered for a job in India than 
is obtainable at home, The 
average pay for a European in 
India is £3,000 a year upwards, 
paid monthly. Most British sirms 
have a free medical service for 
their employees, and most firms 
Include wives and children in 
this _free_private_enterprise_wel-| 
fare and service. 


For — such employees the 
standard of living is high. There 
are none of the queues and 


India today is a country run 
by Individuals for individuals, 
and if you want a planned exis- 
tence, you won't find It here, 
Food generally is expensive be- 
cause there are no food subsidies 
and. the actual market price has 
to be paid, but in reality it works 
out little more expensive than in 
Britain because taxes are much 
lower und salaries—for Europeans 
are higher. 


Income tax 


Income tax on any income of

thousands of frogs cronking In 
the swamps-on cither side of the 
highway while we walted for the 
morning shift to arrive with the 
dawn to pull us out.
